Tho steamer with English mail of 26th 
February arrived as we wero going to press, 
She brings telegrams to Gth Blareh, which 
contain no news of interest. News up to 
arth January had been received from 
tho prisoners in Abyssinia ; they wero all 
well.

China” and “China Fire” Insurance 
Companies, reports of proceedings at which 
will be found elsewhere. ‘The former have 
deen most successful, having accumulated 
Ts. 578,000 in addition to thoir Tis. 
260,000 paid-up capital. Messrs. Bryans, 
Dell, Michic, Lavers and Porter wero elected 
Directors for the ensuing year, and an 
increase to the remuneration of the Direo- 
tors from Tis. 5 to 10 por meting, retros- 
pectively to 1860, was agreed to. Lotters 
from Messrs. Ashton and Co, elative to the 
proposed withdrawal of the agency from 
their hands wero read, Certain informa 
tion asked for by Mr. Overwog regarding 
the average risks taken by theCompany on 
homeward bound ships, was given, and the 
Directors were asked to consider the pro- 
priety of reducing the limit from Tis, 
76,000. The China Fire has been less for- 
tunate. It has still Tia, 100,000 surplus, 
boyond its capital; but it has suffored 
heavy loses, and the sharckolders soo 
inclined to wind it up at tho ond of the 
ceurront year. At tho mooting allnaion was 
made toa achenve for organising a new one, 
which will bo found detailed in a skotch 
that wo publish elsowhero. It is sug- 
gested that the nominal capital should bo 
tho samo as at present; but that 
- 800.000 should bo paid up ; and soeu- 
rity given by tho shareholders for the re- 
auaining balf of the valuo of their shares, 
A mecting of mombers of tho Cricket 
Club has also boon hold. Tho sccounte 
wero passed and tho Committeo re- 
lected ; and permission was given to 
tho Athletic Sports Committoo to hold 
their meoting on tho Oricket ground. 

Entries for tho approaching Athlotio 
Sports havo closed, with a vory fair list 
‘of competitors. Some fouroar rowing 
matches havo taken place, at which ood 
contests took place. ‘Tho entries for tho
